Subject. —Changes in the import policy for the second half year October, 
1962 —March, 1963, of the licencing period —April 1962 —March 
1963. | | 

No. 167-ITC(PN)/62.—The attention of importers is invited to the Import 
Policy for licensing to Established Importers, Actual Users etc., as announced in 
the Red Book for the year April 1962—March 1963. 

2. In Para 15 of Section I of the Red Book for the year April 1062—March 
1963, it was provided that all applicants whether Established Importers, Actual 
Users or others should submit their applications for iihport licences on an annual 
basis to cover their yearly estltlement/requitement. A provision was made for 
the grant of licences on an annual basis to the extent possible, subject to foreign 
exchange availability, to Established Importers and to Actual Users in the Sche¬ 
duled and non-scheduled sectors for meeting the essential requirements. The scope 
of annual licensing was indicated in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
Public Notice No. 40-ITC(PN) /62, dated the 17th April, 1962. According to the 
conditions imposed on the annual licence, the licensee was entitled to order ship¬ 
ment of goods and make remittance to the extent of 50% of the value of the 
licence during the first six months of the validity period of the annual licence. In 
the next half year i.e., after the 30th September, 1962, the annual licence was to 
be presented to the licensing authority concerned for endorsement for valida¬ 
tion of the second half of the licence, subject to such change in value as may be 
decided upon by the Government. In cases, where licensing was not to be done 
on an annual basis, licences against applications made on vearly basis were to be 
issued In two instalments. Licences covering the first half yearly entitlement 
were to be issued as the first instalment and supplementary licences covering the 
next half yearly entitlement were to be issued, subject to such cuts as may he 
decided upon by the Government in the next half year i.e,, October, 1962—March, 
1963. I l 

3. With the depletion of the country’s sterling balances, the foreign exchange 
position had become very difficult. In order to check a further deterioration, it 
was decided vide the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No, 65- 
ITC(PN) /62, dated the 8th June, 1962, to Impose a cut of 50% in the licences grant¬ 
ed to Established Importers whether on an annual basis or in two half yearly in¬ 
stalments and in the licences issued to Consumers’ Cooperative Societies for the 
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period April 1962—March 1963. A cut was also applied in the licensing of the 
requirements of Actual Users both in the Scheduled and non-scheduled sectors 
for imports from "free” resources. The extent of the cut applicable to the A.U. 
licences was to be decided in each case on merits, subject to the availability of 
foreign exchange. On a subsequent review of the position, the 60% cut in the 
licensing to Established Importers of certain items such as Carbons, Ivory un¬ 
manufactured, Wattle extract, Wattle bark. Bark for tanning excluding wattle 
bark, Cinematograph Films, not exposed, Hides and skins, Raw or Salted, Books 
and X-Ray Aims was partially or fully restored. 

4. The shortage of foreign exchange persists. Indeed, In the present emergency, 
further cuts have to be made In the allocations for commercial imports for the 
half year October, 1962—March, 1963, On a review of the position, therefore, it 
has been decided to apply further cuts in the imports to be permitted for the 
half year October, 1962—March, 1963, as indicated below: — 

Established Importers 

Supplementary licences for the half year October, 1962—March, 1963, will not 
be granted to Established Importers, except in the case of items indicated in 
Annexure I to this Public Notice, The extent of cut applicable to the 2 nd half 
yearly entitlement calculated in terms of the policy announced in the current 
Red Book is mentioned against each item. The supplementary licences issued to 
Established Importers covering the 2nd half yearly entitlement, will be subject 
to the conditions/restrictions given in the remarks against the item in the current 
Red Book, except where otherwise provided in Annexure I to this Public Notice. 

The second half of the licences granted for imports from free resources to 
Established Importers on an annual basis, will not be validated, except in the 
case of items specified in Annexure II to this Public Notice. The extent of the 
cut applicable to the second half of the annual licences is indicated against each 
item. The second half of the annual licences will be subject to the condi¬ 
tions/restrictions given in the remarks against the item in the current Red Book. 
The items for which Annual licences to Established Importers have been issued for 
imports from U.S.A. under Aid will not be affected by this. 

Consumers’ Cooperative Societies 

The supplementary licences issued to the Consumers’ Cooperative Societies for 
the half year October, 1962—March 1963. will be subject to a cut of 60 per cent 
in their entitlement calculated in terms of the provisions contained in Appendix 41 
of the current Red Book as already announced in the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry Public Notice No. 65-ITC(PN) /02, dated the 8 th June, 1962. 

Actual Users 

The 2nd half of the annual licences granted to Actual Users for the import of 
Raw Materials and component* from "free” resources for the period April 1962— 
March 1963, will also be subject to a cut. The extent of the cut will be decided 
in each case on merits, subject to the availability of foreign exchange and keep¬ 
ing in view the priority of the requirement in the present emergency. Similarly, 
the supplementary licences where granted to Actual Users for the second half year 
i.e., October, 1962—March, 1903, will also be subject to a cut which will be decided 
on merits In each case. 

Submission of Annual Licences for Endorsement for Validation of the 2 nd half of 
the Licence 

5. Established Importers who have been granted annual licences for imports 
from “free” resources for items specified in Annexure II to this Public Notice 
should present the licence for necessary endorsement for validation of the jmi 
half of the licence to the licensing authority who had issued the licence, lne 
annual licences granted to Established Importers for items other than those speci¬ 
fied in Annexure II to this Public Notice will not be validated to permit utilisation 
of the 2 nd half and such annual licences should not be presented to the licensing 
authority for endorsement. 

The Actual Users whe have been granted annual licences for the period 
April 1902—March 1963, should also submit the licences for validation of the 
second half of tha licence to the licensing authority who bad the licence. 
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It should be noted that Scheduled industries borne on the registers of the 
Department of Technical Development should submit the annual licences for 
endorsement direct to the Chief Controller of imports & Exports, New Delhi, and 
not through the Department of Technical Development (Coordination). 

The holders of annual licences may send the licences for endorsement to the 
licensing authority on any day from the date of this Public Notice, upto the 31st 
March, 1963. The licensee should send both the “Customs purposes” and 
“Exchange Control purposes” copies of the licence together when readily avail¬ 
able, and should not send one copy stating that the other copy is in use and will 
be sent later, as the submission of two copies separately may lead to delay in 
connecting papers in the office of the licensing authority. 

The licensing authorities while endorsing the annual licences for validation of 
the second half of the licence will also extend the validity period of the licence 
for a further period of six months for utilisation only of the second half of the 
value of the annual licence. 

Grant of Supplementary Licences for 2 nd half year Entltlement/Rcqulrement 

6 . Established Importers, Actual Users and Consumers’ Cooperative Societres 
who have already been granted licences for the 1st half year as the 1st instalment 
against the applications made on yearly basis for April 1902—March 1963, are not 
required to submit any fresh applications. Supplementary licences covering the 
2 nd half year’s entitlcment/requirement, wherever admissible, will automatically 
be issued by the licensing authorities. 

Additional Items for Canalisation of Imports through an Agency approved by 
Government 

7. (1) Tin block and tin scrap ( S. No. 45(a)/I).—It has come to the notice of 
Government that non-scheduled Actual Users including tho Small Scale Industries 
have been experiencing difficulty in procuring their requirements of Tin block 
and tin scrap [S. No. 45 (a)/I] from Established Importers. Import of Tin will 
be canalised through an agency approved by Government and imported tin will 
be distributed to non-scheduled Actual Users including the Small Scale Industries 
against allocations made by the State Directors of Industries. 

(ii) Ball, Roller and Taper Bearings and component parts thereof (S. No. 
19/11 ).—This is another essential item where the goods imported by Established 
Importers are being sold at high profit margins. It has, therefore, been decided 
to canalise the import of this item through an agency approved by Government, 
to facilitate the availability of Ball, Roller and Taper Bearings and component 
parts thereof to consumers at reasonable prices. 

Price Stability 

8 . Cuts in the import policy for the half year October, 1962—March, 1963, 
have been necessitated due to foreign exchange shortage. Despite the cut in 
imports, it is the duty of every Established Importer and Dealer to keep the selling 
prices of imported articles at a reasonable level, especially in the present emer¬ 
gency. The need for the stabilization of prices cannot be over-emphasized. 
Established Importers are warned that Government will take suitable measures, 
if a reasonable price line is not maintained. 

Drugs and Medicines 

9. Under the Drugs (Display of Prices) Order, 1962, issued under sub-rule (2) 
of Rule 125 of Defence of India Rules, 1962, it has been provided that every 
manufacturer/Importer or distributor of any drug intended for sale shall supply 
to every dealer buying such drug from him, price lists showing the wholesale and 
retail prices beyond which such drug shall not be sold. 

The attention of the Established Importers of Drugs and Medicines is invited 
to the above provision for compliance, They are also requested to take steps to 
maintain the prices of Drugs and Medicines at a reasonable level, in line with 
the general policy of Government to stabilise prices. 

There has been an unavoidable hold-up in the announcement of the import 
policy for this item for the current half year, Steps will, however, be taken to 
ensure that the import policy for Drugs and Medicines for the next licensing 
period is announced without delay.
